Tue City of BATH is ſituated at the North-Eaſt Corne 
of the County of Somerſet ; is about 107 meaſur'd Miles from 
London; and is a Spot of Ground which all People ought te 
eltcem as a particular Favour from Heaven, on Account of th 
Hort-Springs that ariſe in ſevera] Parts of the City; which ar 
of infinite Benefit in many Diſorders. The firſt Diſcovery o 
the Ba1y WATERS is ſaid to be owing to a King, named BIA 
bop; and in the Year 1699 the following Inscr1PT1on (cu 
in Stone) was ſet up in the King's-Bath, under the Effigy o 
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BL A DU P, 
Son of LVU D-HUDIBRAS, 
Eighth King of the Britons 
From Brute | 
A great Philoſopher and Mathematician, 
| Bred at Athens, 
And recorded the firſt Diſcoverer and Founder of theſe Baths, 
Eight Hundred and Sixty-three Years before CuR1sST, 
That is, 
Two Thouſand Five Hundred and Sixty-two Years, 
To the preſent Year 
One Thouſand Six Hundred and Ninety-nine. 


Nay Tradition handed down to us for Ages paſt, ſays thus: 
That Bladud having got the Leproſy, was baniſhed his 
* Father's Court; which, as ſome tay, was at Swanſwick, 
about two Miles from Bath; that, after wandering about 
„ ſome Time, he got the Care of a Herd of Swine, which he 
infected with the ſaid Diſtemper; and driving them to the 
Place where the Hot-Sprivgs ariſe, they wallowed in the 
Water; that after ſome Time he perceiv'd they receiv'd Be- 
„ nefit thereby; ſo he accordingly wallowed as the Pigs had 
done, till he got cured ; After which he returned to his Fa- 


* ther's Court, where he was received with the greateſt Joy 
„% and Triumph poſſible. 


Bar is generally allow'd to be a very antient Place, and 
to have been deſtroy'd ſeveral Times, either by civil Commo- 
tions, or by Fires; for often, in digging the Foundations for 
Houſes, many Inſcriptions and Stones have been found very 
remarkable, and which have excited the Attention of the Cu- 
ious : A Pedeſtal in Particular was dug up in Stall-Street, in 
making a Foundation for a Houſe building by Mr. Thomas 


Maggs, Diltiller, on the 29th of June, 1753, on which the 
following Letters were cut.

In Order to a better Underſtanding of the above In ſcription, it is 
ceſſary to obſerve, That the Romans carried their Adulation to th 
Emperors ſo far, as not only to flatter them in the groſſeſt Man 
whilſt living, but to deify them after they were dead, by erecting Te 
ples and Altars to them: Of this the above Inſcription is a Proof; fo 
appears that Caius Severius had purified, or cleanſed ſuch a Place fre 
its Ruins and Prophanation, and had reſtored it to its original Uſe; 
dedicated it again to the Virtue and Name of the deceaſed Emperor, 
whom it had been at firſt conſecrated.

Tux City of Bau is greatly improved within theſe few 
| Years, in its Buildings; the new Houſes are ſtrong, large, and 
commodious; built with Free-Stone, conveyed from a neigh- 
pouring Hill. The Quarries belong to Rate Alex, Eſq; 
and the Stone is brought from them to the River Avon, near 
Bath, by an admirable Machine, which runs down the Hill 
near two Miles, by Grooves placed in the Ground, without 
Horſes or any other Help, than one Man to guide it ; who 
alſo by a particular Spring, can ſtop it in the iwiftelt Part of 
ts Motion. The Stone may be tranſported from Bath, by 
Water, to almoſt any Part of England. 


Tuxx are in BaTH five Churches (with H and Widcomb ) 
viz. the Abbey, dedicated to St. Peter and Paul, St. James's, 
St. Michael's, and the two others juſt mention d. 


Tur Abbey Church is a venerable Pile, and has many Mona - 
nents in it; and a handſome Marble Altar-Piece, given by Ge- 
geral ade, who was many Years one of the Kepreſentatives 
Im Parliament for the City, The principal Front, which faces 
Ihe Church Yard, is almoſt blaſphemouſly 1 It 
may be call'd ſo) with the Figures of GOD the Father,/ and 
Saints and Angels, the Work of Superſtition. This Church, 
being ſo J.ight, is juſtly called the Lanthyrn of England; and 
he Eaſt and Weſt Windows are prodigious large. The Tower 
as a good Pcal of Eight Bells; which gengrally are caus'd 
o be rung when the Nobility and Gentry arrive. The 
IReftorſhip is in the Gift of the Corporation.—- Here arc Pray- 
Itrs twice every Day, wiz. at Eleven in the Forenoon, and at

pate; the Chyrch is both low and ſmall, and the burying 
zround is prodigiouſly confin'd ; the Tower [Which was built in 
1716) is pretty lofty, and has a muſical Pea! of Fight Bells, 
ere is Service Sundays; Prayers Wedneldays and Fridays, 
Wice each Day, iz. at Eleven and Four. 1Tht 
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THe Church dedicated to St. Michael, without the North- 
Gate of the City, is lately built, on the ſame Spot of 
Ground where the old one ſtood, which wzs greatly impair'd 
by Time. General J/ad:, betore-mention'd, gave a very 
handſome Sum towards re-building it; the cther Part of the 
Building was at the Expence of the Pariſh, (ſaving a few pri- 
vate Benefactions) There is one Thing to be obſerv'd, which 
may be deem'd a very great Scandal, (eſpecially at the En- 
trance of the City, from the great Metroplis of E:g/and) that 
is, the Tower not being finih'd: Therefore "tis a Pity 
but ſome publick- ſpirited Gentlemen wou'd undertake to get 
a Subſcription to compleat it.—- Here is Divine Service, as at 
St. James's, and both arc under the Rector of Bath. 


Turk are likewiſe three Chapels, vi. one dedicated to St. 
Mary ; the other to St. John; and the other to St. Mary 


Magdalen. 


Tur dedicated to St. Mary, is ſituate at the South-Weſt 
of Quetn-Sguare; and was built, by Subſcription, about the 


Year 1734. Here is Service twice every Day, wiz. at Eleven 


in the Forenoon, and at Four in the Afternoon. 


ST. John's Chapel is ſituate near the Hot and Cre/s Baths ; 
annexed to it is a Hoſpital called St. Js Hoſpital, which 
was a Charitable Donation, given a great many Years fince, for 
the Support of fix poor Men, and {ix poor Women, (Freemen 
and Freemen's Wives) of this City; who are aged, and come 
to decay. Theſe poor People have a very comfortable Sub- 
ſiſtance; and have each a ſeparate Room to lodge in. This 
Hoſpital was pull'd down about the Year 1728; and re- 
built by his Grace the late Duke of Chandois; on Confidera- 
tion of ſome Advantages he then received, when he erected 
the new Buildings there, which are now called Chandois-Build- 
ings. The Hoſpital is under the Care of a Maſter; who is 
choſen by the Corporation, for his Life. When the Ho. 
pital was fit erected, the Rents of the Lands, which were 
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appropriated for its Support, did not amount to near the Sum 


which they do at this Time; owing to their being built 
. for the Ground then was lett for Gardens, at about 12. 2 


ear; but being leas'd out, and Houſes built thereon, bring 
in above zool. a Year : Other Lands belonging, much the ſame 
in Proportion. — Therefore, it is a Pity but this Charity was 
exrended, and a greater Number of poor People admitted. 
Had the late Lord Chancellor TALBoT lived, he would have 
made a ſtrict Enquiry into all the Charitable Donations in the 
Kingdom: He had begun the Work; and the Affair of St. 
Jobn's Hoſpital was an Inſtance of it; which being ſo recent 


in the Memory of molt People now living, it need not to be 
particularized here, | 


ST. Mary Magdalen's Chapel is ſituated under Beachen-C if, 
and is now called the Maudlin's. Here is an Hoſpital for Idi- 
ots, but it makes ſo indifferent a Figure, as to be ſcarce worth 


Notice.—W hat the Donation may amount to yearly, I can't 
pretend to ſay. 


Turek are alſo three Meeting Houſes here, wiz. the Qua- 
ker's-Meeting, which is ſituated at the Upper-End of Marchant's 
Court, in the Market Place; the Prefbyterian-Meeting, ſituated 
in Frog-Lane, without North-Gate; and a Meeting for Ana- 
baptiſis, at the back Part of Hor/e-Srreet, near South.

The Prince of Warts preſented the 
8 Corporation alſo with a fine Piece of Gilt Plate, and a magni- 
h ficent Cup and Salver ; which are generally us'd at all public 
t Entertainments, at the ſaid Hall; when a particular Ceremo- 


ny is oblerv'd in Drinking out of it. Here Quarter Seſſions 
and Court-Days are held; and the City is govern'd by the 
Mayor, Recorder, and two Jultices: There are beſides Seven 
s _ Aldermen, and Twenty of the Common Council; tho' the 
d Number of Aldermen is Ten, out of which the Mayor and Juſ- 
- _ ticcs are choſen. 
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Tux General Hoſpital in this City, next deſerves our Notice, 
—_— tis fo worthy and laudable a Deſign; the firſt Stone of it 
Was laid the 6th of Fuly, 1738; it was built where the Old 

* Play-Houſe ſtood; and is a noble Pile of Building, 100 Feet 
in Front, andgo Feet deep; Raiyi ALLen, Eſq; was a con- 
e _ fiderable Benefactor, who gave all the Wall-ſtone, Free- ſtone, 
(ready wrought) Paving-ſtone, and Lime uſed in it. It was 

open'd for the Reception of Patients on the 12th of May 


1742 :—In the Year 1744, Forty five Patients were ſupport- 
xi ed ; in 1745, Sixty; in 1746, Seventy ; in 1747, Seventy 3 
's in 1748, Seventy; in 1749, Seventy-five ; in 1750, Eighty , 
e but in the latter Part of the Year 1750 (being encouraged tnere- 
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to by the generous Contributions of the Public) the Governors 
extended the Number to One Hundred and Ten ; and have 
fince enlarged their Number; not doubting but the ſame kind 
ProviDENCE, Which has hitherto diſpoſed the Charitable to 
favour this good Work, will continue to protect and ſupport it. 


ConDITIONS on which Patients are admitted. 

I. Tux Caſe of the Patient muſt be deſcribed by ſome Phyfician 
or Perſon of Skill in the Neighbourhood of the Place, where the Patient 
has reſided for fome Time ; and this Deſcription, together with a Cer- 
tificate of the Poverty of the Patient, atteſted by ſome Perſons of 
Credit, muſt be ſent in a Letter, Franked or Poſt-paid, directed to the 
Regiſter of the Genera]! Heſpital at Barn, 

(> The Age of the Patient ought to be mentioned in the Deſcription 
of his Caſe, and the Perſons who deſcribe are deſired to be particu- 
lar in the Enumeration of the Symptoms ; ſo that neither improper 
Caſes may be admitted, nor proper Ones rejected. 

II. After the Patient's Caſe has been thus detcribed, and ſent, he muſt 
re main in his uſual Place of Reſidence till he has Notice of a Vacancy, 
ſignified by a Letter from the Regiſter, 

III. Upon the Receipt of ſuch a Letter, the Patient muſt ſet forward 
for BAT n, bringing with him this Letter, the Pariſh Certificate duly 
executed, and allowed by two Juſtices, and Three Pounds Caution 
Money, if from any Part of England or Wales ; but if the Patient comes 
from Scotland or Ireland, then the Caution Money to be depoſited be- 
fore Admiſſion, is the Sum of Five Pour ds. 

IV. Soldiers may, inſtead of Pariſh Certificates, bring a Certificate 
from their Commanding Otticers, ſigni/ying to what Corps they belong, 
and that they ſhall be received into the fame Corps, when diſcharged 
from the Hosp IT Al, in whatever Condition they are. But it is neceſ- 
ſary, that their Caſes be deſcribed, and ſent previouſly, and that they 


' bring with them Three Pounds Caution Money. 


Ohe Intention of the Caution Money is to defray the Expences 
of returning the Patients after they are diſcharged from the Hos- 
PITAL, or of their Burial in Caſe they die there. The Remainder 
of the Caution Money, aiter theſe Expences are defrayed, will be 
returned to the Perſon who depolited it.

Tno' Bath is ſituated low, yet it is very pleaſant and healthy, 
which is owing, in ſome Meaſure, to the Salubriouſneſs of the 


Air, from the Vapours of the boiling Springs. The late Mrs.

The 
fold Buildings, pull'd down for that Purpoſe, colt the Chamber 
bf the City above 20,0001. The firſt Stone of it was laid 
y the Mayor, the 1oth of March, 1740-1, with ſeveral 
Pieces of Gold and Silver Coin under it, and this Inſcription 
ont:

Tur great Square call'd Queen's, formerly the Mead, where 
the Ground was ſubject to the Hazards of Inundations, is no q 
ſo raiſed, that it is free from that Inconvenience : It is very 
handſomely built and inhabited: And is reckon'd larger tha 
any Square in London except Lincoln s-Iun Fields. On the North 
Side of it is the Cuſtom-Houſe, and in the Middle, Walks with 
Rows of Trees: In the Center of which is a fine Equeſtriaf 
Statue of King Villiam III. erected, the Workmanſhip of the 
famous Mr. Ryſbrack.

Importance to thoſe that want to travel between Eng- 
Land and Wales; and People being unacquainted with the 
Hours of paſling, do very often looſe a great Leal of Time 
and Buſineſs in waiting on both Sides, for paſſing : Therefore 
® obſerve, that the Winds for paſſing are accounted but two 
Sorts, viz. all the Winds that are Southerly or Weſterly, are 
call'd the Winds below ; and thoſe Northerly the Winds above ; 
and when Wind and 7] ide go both one Way, there is no paſ- 
fing, except at the going out of the Tide at Auft ; for then at 
F 13 Ebb you may paſs: But wien the Wind is 
above, all paſling muſt be on the Flood, or coming in of the 
Tide, and then you have five Hours good paſſing. And when 
& the Wind is below, all paſſing muſt be on the Ebb, or going 
out of the Tide, and then you have ſeven Hours good paſling. 
Now by finding the Moon's Age, by which all Tides are go- 
vern'd, you may, by the following Table. know what Hour 
to pais every Day in the Year, and ſo order your Journey ac- 
cordingly.
